As disclosed in Document 3, filtration treatment 
using a filter for pasteurizing cows' milk in order to 
prevent loss of activity of active ingredients such as the 
milk protein among ingredients containing cows' milk 
protein is commonly known within the art. It is also known 
within the art that the degree of pasteurization and the 
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weight of protein in the filtrate are altered by modifying 
the pore size of the filter used for filtration treatment. 
Therefore, filter treatment using a filter with a suitable 
or ideal pore size in order to pasteurize an anti- 
inflammatory factor disclosed in Document 1 or Document 2 
is routine practice within the art. 

Moreover, the detailed explanation of the invention 
within the description of the present application does not 
appear to offer any special advantageous effect by 
specifically selecting a filter of pore size 0.1-0.22 |im 
as compared with carrying out treatment using a filter of 
a different pore size. 

Therefore, Claims 2-4 of the present application do 
not involve an inventive step. 



Reference to the table entitled "Effect of treatment 
temperature on the residual activity of immunopotent iating 
factors" on page 17 of the description of the present 
application indicates that heat treatment selecting a 
heating temperature described in this claim offers the 
advantageous effect of suitable pasteurization while 
avoiding loss of activity in an immune substance including 
an antiinflammatory factor described in the description, 
page 2, lines 7-17. Hence, the invention described in this 
claim is not disclosed in any of the documents cited in 
the international search report, and is not obvious from 
these documents.
